would seem superfluous to ask why wo- 
men are •• wage-earners. But there is 
never a'day that Somewhere in this broad 
land a preacher, a ivorkingnittn, a sta- 
tistician, or a college professor does not 
discourse on thVwagetearning woman as 
though she, were a. perverse creature, 
indulging her fling s.t old-time conven- 
tions and, ,in' rconsequenco, 
upsetting' 


'things masculine in a way tlmt is'not 
only hard for the individual man wor- 
ker to bear, but which is also subversive 
of fundamental pi-ops of the good old 
time. 
, •' .. 
. 


Whose fault is it, tliat the wonaan 


works? If it be a crime or a, wrong, she 
is guiltless/for man's laws say she must 
not take her own life, nnd her only 
choice is between that or engaging in 
gainful occupation. She works because 
her father was or is incompetent or n, 
drunkard or unthrifty, or what is known 
as a poor business man, or because he 
married when he should not have done 
so, or, along with fellow men, be carried 
the home industries out of tlie home and 
made them'the activities .of great fac- 
tories. rn'('tho last analysis- it will be 
found thaVit is always a man who is to 
be, blamed (if any one should bo censur- 
ed) for tllis latter-day entering ot wo- 
men in.to.pursuits which men have label- 
ed strictly masculine. For one thing the 
fathers of wage-earners arc never con- 
cerned about whether or not the particu- 
lar business possibility is pre-eminently 
feminine, the only consideration 
with 


tliem being, how it will pay? The father 
will sympathize with the mourning of 
his own particular craft over the inroads 
of women, but the woes of men stenog- 
raphers and bookkeepers from the same 
source draw from him not a throb of 
sympathy. If his daughter can but make 
a coipfortabic livelihood in cither profes- 
sioiv'Hhat is the extent to which their 
affairs' interest him. Lastly, man is in 
ninety cases out of a hundred her «m- 
jiloyer. 


Since the worker is everywhere in evi- 


dence there is no difficulty in observing 
many varieties of her. The majority of 
women wage-earners give every indica- 
tJRii..a,f being the victims of adverse cir- 
cumstances, and only the craziest imag- 
inations could conceive that millions of 
women would voluntarily toil in mills 
nnd offices through summer's blistering 
heat ,when ^/recs nnd field flowers, woods 
and sea. seductively beckon to holiday 
making: or that in «he''bitter weather or 
midwinter'they would brave the terrors 
of blizzard for loss vital reason than to 
keep body and soul together. 


She is not a problem, nor a perversity, 


nor anything other than the result of a 
social evolution set in motion nnd ninin- 
tamell'bj' inn'ii himself, who sits up, as 
is -his ivontj and discusses as a deplorable 
phenomenon \vlmt is in reality an ine- 
vitable result.—Vogue.

all made into a batter at 9 o'clock in the 
morning and set to rise.

about a national investigation inlo the 
siibjefl of losses of property and the 
loss of life through lires in Ihe country. 
The matter is to be brought before the 
president in the form of 
il memorial 


asking him to l.a^'C instilul.cd Mich an in- 
vestigation, the results of the invcstigat- 
in" commission to be submitted to con- 
"i-ess for definite action. It seems an nr- 
"iiiiixnlion has been formed with this 
special purpose in view and the object 
the prevention of loss of life and of pro- 
perty bv lire in tlic l.'nited States. This 
is commented upon by a Chiciigr, paper, 
which sa.ys:

But still our prosperity has consider- 


able to do with our even retaining the 
bulance we do. It would bcr natural as 
one comment suys that when the world 
h«8 but little confidence in our financial 
side, and afraid 
of hostile legislation 


gold importation* should be lively, and 
when the' reverse is the case, and no ap- 
prehensions arc felt the gold movement 
should be the other way. This comment 
says :

3. to Tire llarshal Jlusham that the ho- 
tel was unsafe and^ should be supplied 
with lire escapes, no attention WHS paid 
to his notice, and in August of 1802 an- 
other notice was sent to the chief, and 
again no notice was taken.

report says the account, of the coroners 
inquest went from the five marshal to 
ttoilding Commissioner 
Williams 
and 


turned over by the building commission- 
er to the. Building Inspector Lense. 


This building inspector testified ho vis- 


ited the hotel building «, number of 
times, but had made no regular inspec- 
tion. 
Other testimony by the firemen 


showed that in one fatal room in which 
the three di>ud bodies were found, there 
was no window opening upon a street, 
upon yu alley nor upon n. court.
